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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wollar et 

al. 

Wollar et al disclose a threaded insert for insertion in a hole in a workpiece 
wherein the hole has a polygonal shape and the insert includes an upper flange 1 1 and 
a hollow body with an upper section 31 with flat sides that correspond to the shape of 
the hole in the workpiece. In addition, the upper section of the fastener body includes 
slots 52 that extend in an axial direction and facilitate expansion of the upper section of 
the fastener. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-12, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 



unpatentable over Wollar et al. 
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In Wollar et al, the expanding portion of the fastener has four flat sides which fit 
in a corresponding opening or bore in the workpiece. It would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to have provided Wollar et al with six flat sides (instead of four) on the upper expanding 
portion of the fastener. Note that Wollar et al disclose a fastener embodiment with a 
different shape on the upper expanding portion of the fastener, so Wollar provides the 
suggestion that other or a variation of shapes can be used. 

Claims 7, 8, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wollar et al in view of Francis et al. 

Francis et al discloses the concept of providing a closely related expanding 
fastener wjth a sealing material 27 positioned under the bottom surface of the fastener 
flange or head. 

A person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention, after review 
of the teachings of Wollar et al and Francis et al, would have obviously realized that the 
outer flange or head of the Wollar et al fastener could have been provided with a sealing 
material on its bottom surface to provide a seal around the flange or head after the 
fastener is installed, and it would have been obvious to this person at that time to have 
made this modification in Wollar et al. The choice of a specific material for the sealing 
material is again an obvious matter of design choice that would have been based on 
routine experimentation with various materials. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 20-28 are allowed. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references to Smith et al, Schruff and the French patent 
disclose related fastener structures and are cited to further show the state of the art.
